vHtm  ttie  door  is  open  the  rod  folds  back  and  lies  almig  the  t<M)  (rf  the  half 
«w.  When  H  is  desired  to  shut  the  door  the  rod  is  dropped  into  an  inm 
hook,  made  to  receive  it,  on  the  east  door  post,  and  the  door  is  then  sUd 
shut.    The  top  half  of  the  doorway  is  always  open. 

Three  windows  4  x  3  feet  are  provided  on  the  north  and  south  sides 
Mid  two  of  the  same  sise  on  each  end.  They  are  placed  about  3  feet 
from  the  ground  and  are  hinged  at  the  top  so  that  th^  can  be  opened  for 
vimtilating  or  cleaning  purposes  and  fixed  back  with  a  hook  and  stafde. 
There  should  be  at  least  two  square  feet  of  window  apace  to  every  hunted 
iquare  feet  of  floor  qtace,  and  twice  that  ,amount  would  be  better  stiU. 
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The  hay  rack  w  built  along  the  north  side  2  feet  from  the  waU 
A  door  may  be  placed  m  the  rack  at  one  end  to  aUow  a  man  to  get  in  to 
spr«»d  the  feed  or  clean  out  the  rack.  The  fodder  may  be  placwl  in  the 
l!^ii^"!f  T"^."?  *»»?  north  wall.  These  are  covered  by  doors 
hmged  at  the  top,  which  give  easy  accesB  to  the  feed  stored  without. 
The  slats  m  the  feed  rack  are  6  inches  wide  and  should  be  naUed  8  inches 
apart  so  that  the  sheep  can  get  their  heads  between  them  without  any 
difflger  of  bemg  caught  and  held.  There  is  no  slope  to  the  slats  which 
prevents  chaff  or  dirt  from  gettmg  in  the  fleece  as  is  the  case  when  over- 
hanging  racks  are  used. 

The  grain  troughs,  which  should  be  separate  from,  the  feed  rack 
have  square  bottoms  wide  enough  that  a  shovel  may  be  run  along  th^ 
bottom  to  clean  the  troijgh  out.  A  trough  14  inches  wide  and  4  inches 
deep,  placed  about  one  foot  from  the  ground  along  the  south  waU  wiU 
prove  veiy  satisfactory.  To  prevent  the  sheep  from  getting  into  the 
tro^  a  2  x  4  may  be  pUused  over  the  middle  of,  and  about  16  inches 
above,  tne  trough.

This  makes  a  total  of  26  fett  per  panel  and  as  it  requires  '0  panel, 
to  fence  an  acre,  a  total  of  .1,820  feet  of  lumber  would  te  required.^^
